Mobs Demonstrate

BOMBAY, India, Aug. 16 <U.R)— Indian police today used 
tear gas bombs and fired warning shots over the heads ;0f 
huge rioting mobs demonstrating throughout Bombay in 
protest of the deaths yesterday of 23 "peaceful liberators" 
who attempted to march into Portuguese Goa. Bombay po- 
lice said the situation was "getting out of hands" as tens 
of thousands of laborers left their jobs and joined the grow- 
ing throngs of demonstrators. Unofficial reports said four 
persons were' killed and six 



were Injured by tho police lire. 

The . demonstraUons began A: 
a u mine an anii'^-ealem chorncier 
at mid-day as the mobs began de- 
manding that anyone . wearing 
western dress remove their hats 
and ties. 

Qunflre nnd tear rb,i were used 
twlco during the morning to keep 
the angry mobs under control. 

The rioters etallcd all bus services 
In the city and stoned the empty 
and Idled buses. All trains also, were 
forced to a standstill and Bombay 
was virtually paralyicd as demon- 
strators ranged the streets forcing 
shops and stores to close. 

The demonstrations began early 
today when mobs began assembling 
In front ot the Portugese consulate 
to protest the action of Portugese 
border RUards tn Ooa who fired on 
tha unarmed "liberation marchers" 
who attempted to enter the Portu- 
gese enclave on India's west con^t. 

AuthorlUes ordered GOO police to 
protect the Portuguese consulate 
while n dispatch from Oon said au- 
tliorltlcs Uiero were rushing rein- 
forcements to the Indian border, 
agftlnst Indian demonstrators "us- 
ing arms."

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H rOR HOPE 

Almost from the moment t!ic flrBt-A-bomb 
was exploded over Jnpnn In 1045, scientists 
spoke of nuclear cncrRy's vast posslbllltlPR for 
peaceful use. But until now no nnc has spoken 
.of harnesslnB the fury of the H-bomb. 

That prediction wa.i mndfi ' at Lho U-N. 
Rl«ms lor peace conference in Geneva, niiri 
■with It the eyes of mnnklnd could lift .itlU 
lilRher as they contemplated the future. 
Within 20 ycar.s, it l.s said, the hydrogen bomb 
process may be tamed to provide a new and 
potent source of fuel. 

Tho forecast Is atirrlnn not only bccau.se H 
casts a great new light over a process which 
up to now has been linked solely with the 
most awesome destruction. It arou.ic.^ the hope 
o*" an almost Inexhaustible source dl oncrRy. 
- Dr. Ifoml Bhabha of India, prc.ildcnt of tiro 
confcrcncp, spoke of fuel as ptenliful as the 
"heavy hydrogen of tbc oceans." If men can 
jndced make tho oceans the .-lotirce of their 
luiuro fuel siippllca, one hauntinc fear' of 
modern civilization— exhaustion of Its energy 
Bourccs—may pns.s within a generation or two. 

But even without this prophecy, the news 
o' nuclear cnerRy from Geneva Is Rreatly 
heartenlnK- For in addition to tiic U.N. con- 
ference, many nations arc taking part in an 
Industrial exhibition of atomic power and 
other devices. And tho word from this un- 
precedented show is that the peaceful use of 
this energy Is advancing rapidly. 

Atom power reactors, which can Roneratc 
c'ectrlclty lor industrial and other peaceful 
purposes, already exist In America and the 
Soviet Union. 

The United States plans upwards of a do7e^ 
more, but Britain Is projecting no less than 
25. Other European nations Ukewiso have 
such reactors In the pJannlnp .stage. 

Britain's proRramraing reflects a serious 
prospect of -fuel exhaustion within the next 
few decades. Within that time the British ex- 
pect to develop atomic power to the point 
■where it will meet 40 per cent of the country's 
power needs. Ultimately, It plans to satisfy at 
least 80 per cent of Its requirements from nu- 
- clour sources. 

Forecasts have it that by 1075 tho steadily 
enlarging demand for energy ■will make fuel 
supplies an acute problcm ln most Industrial 
lands. Conventional sources such as coal, oil 
and hydroelectric power are seen as Insuf- 
ficient. This clearly Js the atomic energy In. 
dustry's great opportunity. 

Again, all aside from the hopeful prediction 
of harnessing the K-bomb, tho promise of the 
future Is heightened by reports that an ele- 
ment called thorium, four to 10 tfmcs more 
plentiful than the uranium presently relied 
on for atomic fuel, may become the chief 
source of atomic power. Uranium's relative 
scarcity always has been a big stumbling 
b'.ock; ■ 

A few weeks back another meeting at 
Geneva produced smiles but no substance as 
Big Four leaders approached Issues that 
jnlsbt turn the world's nuclear power loose 
In ruinous war. 

These new gatherlnB.<i at Gcncv.i deal with 
substance— the real substance of a better, 
brighter life that men may hope for if the 
states men _who conlrql_ llils pro.'3pcct_kccp. 
cnasclcs.'5]y aivhrb of the blacknc.v; of tho al 
ternatlvo.
